London, March 8.— Greeco appar- 
ently is at the parting of the ways, 
with her king exerting his influence 
to maiataia the eoantry'a neutrality 

n opposition to Eleuthorois Venizol- 
os, the retirinjj premier and tlio man 
to whom (Jre ce owes her revival. 

M. Venizelos has announced the 
resignation of himself and his cabi- 
net, as King Con«tantine did not 
approve tho policy of the govern 
mont. In the chamber of <lopi;ties 
he clearly indicated that differences 
between him and <he monarch were 
vor the (lueslion of pi'ace antl war 
He said he had advised the king to 
select a new premier, M. Zalmis, 
governor of the national bank, who, 
he said, "will follow a policy of neu 
trality ^vliich I hope will no', endang- 
er our newly ac(iuired territory." 

A grand council of ministers was 
held at Athens under the presidency 
of King Constantine, and as Veni- 
zelos was leaving the palace ai .ts 
conclusion he was acclaimed by the 
popalaoe. 

While this political dispute i? piling 
on in the Creek capital, the allied 
tleet continues bombarding the forts 
of the Dardanelles, forcing of which 
will make great changes in the near 
ea.st— changes which it :-; consideri.'d 
none of the Balkan states, and least 
of all Greece, caa afford to treat 
slightingly. 

Having damaged two forts on the 
European sidt- of the narrows previ- 
ously, the British battleship Queen 
Elizabeth and otheraofthe allied 
warships Satutday started a bom- 
bardment by indirect fire on the 
forts on the Asiatic side of the nar- 
rows. These forta are offering stub- 
bom raiiataaea. Ia addition, the 
Turkish army with BMdtrn German 
guns, is concentrating on the Galli- 
poli peninsula to oppose any landing, 
and until it is disposed of, naval ex- 
perts aay the ihipa will not baaafe in 
the straits. 

Bulgaria is said to have baan arooaad 
by the attaek oa tha Dardanallaa aad 

is looking to the future. It is stated 
that King Ferdinand is considering 
a coalition government to direct the 
affairs o( the country through the 
crisia which is expected. 

Thi^ only other events reported in 
thi' near east are a couple of skir- 
ii ishes which British forces, advanc- 
ing from the head of the Persian 
gulf have had with Turks and tribes- 
men who had concentrated to oppose

Made te Travel on a 
•tralght Line. 

T!u' .-wcrat;!' person, if asked to ex- 
plain why u rifle is sinhted. would 
probably be unable to do so beyond 
some vaRue remark about taking cor 
reel aim. 

SiRlits are necessary because a bul 
let does not travel in a slrai?ht line 
but. under the influence of gravity and 
friction, begin to drop ainiosi as soon 
as il leaves the nuizzle. Thus the 
bullet (if our servic<> rifle (Lee En- 
field I drops six inches in the lirst 
100 yards, but ulien it has gone 200 
yards it will have dropped not 12 
inches, but two feet The drop in- 
creases by leaps and lM)unds with 
the distance. Were there no sights 
on the rifle and you wanted to hit a 
mark at 200 yards, you would clearly 
have to aim two feet above It. 

This would be awkward, for you 
would lose sight of the object aimed 
at, to say nothing of the dlfflculty of 
correctly estimating a distance of 
two feet at 200 yards. 

The sights of a rifle enable you to 
keep your eye on the mark, although 
the muzzle of the rifle la actually 
pointed at>ove it. The movlns slide of 
the back sight enables you automat- 
ically to point the muzzle just so 
many feet above the mark aimed at 
as is necessary to counteract the 
known diap o( the ballet at wieas
